Dips Bown Here and There With Bad Effect. 


The deluge continues. 

The outlook is that it will continue. 

The rain slacked up yesterday mornin: dur- 
the prevalence of a dense fog, but began again 
about noon, and for several hours cams down 
in sheets. 3 

The wind shifted to the west at two o’clock 
in the aftérnoon and the rain has been falling 
heavily up to half past two this morning. Dur- 
ing the twelve hours it did not cease for five 
minutes, and it now looks like it will not cease 
for the next twelve. 

At 6 a.m. yesterday morning the rainfall 
measured .09; at 2 p.m.,.19, and at 10p, m., 
1.9. The total rainfall since Sunday night 
amounts to 9.64 inches. The weather is very 
unsettled, and there is no decided indication 


of clearing up. 

Mr. Beall, the signal observer, was asked 
last night when we would have clear weather, 

“T cannot say,” was the’ reply. “I see no 
indications of its doing so soon. This isja hard 
rain and it is general, extending fall over the 
country. I look to hear of 4zreat damage 
throughout the country.” 

THE WATERWORKS. 

Mr. Richards went out to the waterwooks 
early yesterday morning, where he remained 
during the entire day aud night. 

The city officials were badly arlarmed over 
the condition of affairs at the works. 

When Mr. Richards went out yesterday he 
went prepared tosee the thing through. A 
large force of men were put to work enlarging 
and cleaning out the storm canal,so that in 
case of another rise it would be snfiiciently 
large to carry off the water. After Mr. Rich- 
ards reached the works and took a good look 
at surroundings he telephoned back to the 
waterworks oflice that no further danger need 
be feared, and that the men were at work re- 
pairing the damage. 

The water works’ office was visited during 
the day by anxious citizens to ask about the 
condition of ailairs, and when told that everys- 
thing was all mght 

THEY WENT AWAY IAPPY. 

Mayor Hillyer went out to the works yes- 
terday morning, and says that it was a narrow 
escape. Nothing but the Bermuda grass, 
which covers the immense dam, 
prevented it from being washed away. Some 
of the first terracing has washed away. The 
mayor complimented Mr. Travis, the eugineer 
at the works, very highly, fur acting in sucha 
heroic manner during the dangerous mo- 
ments. “The people need fear no further 
trouble fiom the water works,” said the 
mayor, “for I feel that all is now safe.” 

THE STREETS AND SIDEWALKS. 

It will take fully ten thousind dollars to 
repair the damages to the streets and side- 
walks of the city. 

That isa good large sum, but the damages 
are heavy, and it may possibly go over that 
amount. 

Many of the streets and sidewalks are lit- 
erally torn to pieces and it will require many 
day’s to puttheminshape. The most dan- 
gerous washouts and sinks were visited yes- 
terday by City Engineer Clayton and Street 
Commissioner Mahoney, and three squads of 
men, forty strong, were put to work. The 
heavy rains prevented the men from making 
much headway, but in order to prevent 
further Gamage in many places the work had 
to be done andthe men worked the entire 
day and a 

PORTION OF THE NIGHT. 
The eyes of several sewers were choked up, 
and they had to be opened to prevent over- 
flows. 

The large sewer on Hunnicutt strect near 
West Peachtree broke, and caused an over- 
flow, washing away a large portion of the 
street and sidewalk. This work is what is 
known as “green” work, and had not been 
accepted by the city, and the loss will not 
fall upon the city, but upon the contractors, 

The sidewalk on Fair street between Frazier 
and Terry was washed away. In some places 
the earth gave way, leaving holes eight and 
ten feet deep. The street also is badly dam- 
aged. 

One of the ugliest places is on Crew street, 
between Rawson and Clark. The sidewalk is 
gone and the street badly washed. 

On Mitchell street, between Pryor and Loyd, 
there is an ugly wash. 

Near the city line, on Capitol avenue, the 
damage is great, the street and sidewalk dis- 
appearing with the floods. 

A sewer broke on West Peachtree, overflow- 
ing the street and washing the sidewalks 
away. 

Another bad place is on Irwin street, be- 
tween Jackson and Boulevard. Half the 
street is gone. 

Foster street from Fort to Butler 

IS ENTIRELY GONE, 
together with the sidewalks. This street was 
put in good order only a few days ago. 

A bad sink is on the sidewalk on Wheat 
street, near Butler. For a while it looked 
like the whole thing was going to cave in. 

At the corner of Fort and Houston streets 
the sidewalks are gone and the street badly 
washed. 

Hilliard street is in a bad condition, as is

The forty men will continue their work to-

THE FLOODED BLOCK. 

_ THE CONSTITUTION stated yesterday morn- 
ing that in some places the block bounded by 
Wheat, Fort. Foster"and Butler streets 
was five feet under water. This was 
an error. In some places the 
water was as much as eleven feet deep, and 
immediately at the sewer was eighteen or 
twenty. Some of the fences were entirely 
hidden, and all day yesterday and last night 
the great pond of water remained going down 
every now and then, but filling up again at 
the first heavy shower. The families who 
moved out have not moved back, and last 
night at half past eleven when a ConsTITU- 
gene visited the scene, several other

THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Chief Joyner has had a time of it. The 
constant lightning has kept the alarm bell 
ringing and putting the boxes out of order. 
He was busy all day yesterday and upto 10 
o’clock last night repairing boxes and wires. 
In his famous little red wagon he darted 
around the city through the drenching rain, 
looking after the boxes and wires. He says 
he don’t want another such installment of 
weather for several years. 

A NARROW ESCAPE. 

Jimmmie Lovingood, one of THe ConsTITU- 
TION boys, had a narrow escape last night 
about 7 o’clock. While walking along Mill 
street he dropped into the eye of a sewer and 
came near going down with the current of 
water, but fortunately he caught to the rock 
and after struggling for some time, succeed 
in pulling himself out, in a badly demolished 
condition. If he had gone through he might 
nvw be furnishing food for the catfish in the 
Chattahoochee. Lovingood says he didn’t 
mind the wetting as having to miss seeing his 
girl and paying a half dollar at a bathroom to 
get cle:ned up. 

STAYING IN DOORS. 

There were few people on the strects yes- 
terday and last night. No one appeared on 
the streets except those called out on business. 
Several firms closed their doors and spent the 
evening at home. Nearly every saloon in the 
city was closed by half-past ten last-night. 
There was no use keeping open for nothing. 
The hackmen crawled in early, and at twelve 
o’clock one lone hackman held the fort at the 
Union passenger depot, and he was fast asleep, 
with the rain dropping down in his face. The 
police didn’t wear out much shoe leather, but 
stood around under awnings, in doorwaysand 
up stairways. Even the troublesome boot- 
blacks disappeared from the streets. It wasa 
bad day and a worse night. 

THESTREET RAILWAYS. 

Nearly all the lines have been crippled. 

The Gate City line had trouble yesterday in 
keeping the washing sand off the tracks and 
last night had to run in the stables early on 
account of the heavy rains. Their tracks be- 
yound the Boulevard is badly washed, the 
road-bed in some places being washed entirely 
away. 

The Atlanta railway company suffered by 
one or two slight washouts. Onthe Marietta 
street line the pulling was heavy over the 
track in many places. This was the case also 
on the Decatur street line. The land-slide at 
the Central railroad track has been removed 
and no further trouble is apprehended. 

On Fairstreet the Metropolitan street car 
line had a bad washout, A force of hands 
were put to work and today everything will 
be all right. 

The Atlanta and West End line suffered 
some, but to no great extent. 

FLCODING THE MERCHANTS. 

Several of the merchants had their base- 
ments flooded. 

The Decatur street merchants suffered most. 
The sewer at the corner of Decatur and Cal- 
houn streets were too small to carry off the 
flow of water, and it overflowed, running into 
the basements of the stores, and damaging 
goods. The street at this point at times was 
entirely covered with water. The 
merchants all along the line suffered more or 
less. . Mr. C. Collins, at 144, was damaged con- 
siderably. The water flooded his store, and he 
was forced to place his goods on the counters, 
but it rushed in so suddenly that he hardly 
knew what todo. One small store on Foster 
stieet was flooded, and for awhile it looked 
like everything in it would be washed away. 

ON THE WESTERN AND ATLANTIC. 

A reporter called at the headquarters of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad last evening to 
ascertain the extent of the damage the flood 
was doing that line. 

‘The management were very frank in the 
matter, and stated thatan immense amount of 
water bad fallen alovg the entire line. There 
wes a slight wash-out near Acworth early yes- 
terday morning, caused by the giving way of 
a sinall culvert, but }his was repaired in about 
an hour, and trains passed over it safely. 
During the morning the culvert over Hurri- 
cane creek, in the Chickamauga valley, one 
and a half miles south of Graysville, 
was swept away, causing a break of 
about fifteen feet, through which the 
waterisrushing with great force. All the 
bridges in the Chickamauga valley were stand- 
ing at last accounts, although the valley has 
sufiered from the immense rainfall, and the 
Chickamanga streams are unpreecdently high. 
The water isalso high at sevral points between 
© @ als nd Kingston.Between Rogers and Cass 
the water is nearly up to the track. Between 
the fifty-six and fifty-seven mile posts the 
track is under water. At Resaca the water is 
within nine feet of the level of the bridge 
over the Oostanaula river and _ is 
rising at the rate of six inches 
an hour; but the Western and Atlantic people 
apprehend no danger whatever to the bridge. 
At McDaniel’s station a portion of the track is 
under back-water, but very little damage is 
apprehended, The authorities of the road 
state that it will bea matter of a very short 
time to put the road in order after the water 
goes down. Inthe meantime, all night pas- 
senger schedules are abandonad and all freight 
schedules are off. It is possible that only one 
passenger train each way per day will be run 
today between Atlanta and Dalton. The 


Western and Atlantic people say that they - 


shall not make any experiment in the matter 
of running trains, but shall take the safe side 
in the matter of protecting the lives of their 
train men and of passengers so long as the flood 
continues, 

THE AIR-LINE. 

The Air-line trains are moving on time and 
the mail agents are being worked to death. 
The train came in on time last nightand will 
leave on time this morning. The roadmaster 
reports the track in good condition and says 
that he apprehends no breaks or trouble. The 
streams all along the road are high and were 
rising last night, but the bridges and the 
track are still in good condition and in the 
opinion of the officers of the road, able to 
stand the strain. 

THE GEORGIA RAILROAD. 

The Georgia road trains are moving on 
schedule time, and are taking out and bring- 
ing in Lig crowds and plenty of mail. 

THE CENTRAL RAILROAD. 

The old reliable Central stili moves on time. 
Mr. R. Schmidt, the local agent and the train 
dispatchers wade around in water ankle deep 
in the yards, but they manage to get the mails 
in and out on time. 

THE GEORGIA PACIFIC. 

The Georgia Pacific is at a stand-still and no 
trains have moved on it in the last thirty-six 
hours. The bridge near Edwardsville has 
gone, and then there are three washouts near 
the same station. At Anniston the track is 
covered with water and at Tallapoosa two 
trestles are gone. 4 

THE EAST TENNESSEE. 

The Georgia division of the East Tennessee 
is broken between Rome and Austell, and be- 
tween Atlanta and Macon. The Alabama di- 
vision has notrains between Rome and Cleve- 
land, and there is a break between Rome and 
Spring Garden. Late yesterday afternoon it 
was currently rumored on the street that the 
tunnels near Chattanooga and at Rockmart 
bad cavedin, but nothing definite could be 
éearned, as the road’s wires are not in full use. 

THE WEST POINT. 

The West Point has a bad washout near La- 
Grange, and two between West Point and 
Opelika. The one near Cusseta, where three 
men were drowned yesterday, is one hundred 
feet long and thirty-six feet deep. 

THE MAILS. 

Mr. Joe Frank, of the mail service, and his 
men, aro kept busy trying to get the mails out. 
The mails from Montgomery, Ala., and all 
p>ints south, arrived last night for Atlanta 


and points east via Opelika and Macon,thirty- 
six honrs late, by the Central road. 

~The mails for Alabama, Louisiana, and 
Texas through mails for New Orleans, are 
promptly delivered by Macon to Montgomery 
over the Centra‘ and Southwestern roads. 

Mails from the east have arrived promptly 
over the Richmond and Danville railroad. 

There are no mails from the west by the 
Western and Atlantic. All mails from Geor- 
gia, Florida and the Carolinas are thirty-six 
hours late. 

THE MARRIAGE WILL BE POSTPONED. 

Mr. George H. West, one of the most promi- 
nentand popular gentlemen of Carrollton, is 
in the city and is one of the heaviest losers by 
the food, though he hopes in time to be fully 
compensated for the misfortune with which 
he isnow beset. Mr. West has an engagement 
in Rome today, the nature of which was ex- 
plaincd in the society columns 
of last Sunday’s CoNSsTITUTION. He 
will be looked for at one o'clock today to lead 
tothe altar Miss Mary Lou Co'c!ough, the 
daughter of Mr.and Mrs. E. H. Colclough, and 
great preparations have been made for the 
event. Judge Harris, of Newnan, isto be “bast 
man” and Hon. Lee Mandeville, of Carrollton, 
is also to officiate. Today at one o’clock,how- 
ever, the charming young la- 
dy will be in R ome, Mr. 
West will be in Atlanta, if alive, Judge 
Harris will be in Newnan and Senator Mande- 
ville in Carrolitou. The floodis the cause of 
itall. Mr. West arrived in Atlanta yesterday, 
intending to go right on through to Rome. 
When he went to purchase his ticket at the 
Western and Atlantic officehe was told that 
no“‘trains were running on that road. He 
then went to the East Tennessee, hoping to go 
that way, and wastold the same thing. He 
then started to go back home and go by way 
of the Rome and Carrollton and learned that 
the latter road was washed completely away 
and thateven the Atlanta and West Point was 
sending out no trains. In desperation he 
mede arrangements to go through the country 
by private conveyance, only to discover that 
he could not even leave Fal- 
ton connty, as the bridges were down and no 
boatsman could be fouuni d aring 
enough to attempt to carry him over the tur- 
bulent and rift driving streams. Asa last re- 
sort he went to the telegraph office to wire an 
explanation of bis absence, and the operator 
poured into his horrified ears the startling 
news that the wires were down. 

Mr. West has many friendsin Atlanta with 
whom he was made as happy as possible yes- 
terday, but nevertheless he spent a gloomy 
day. As no trains will leave for Rome today, 
and possibly not for several days, and as there 
is no other possible way of getting thore, he 
wiil for the present make his headquarters at 
the Kimball. The wires to Rome were patched 
for a few minutes late yesterday evening and 
probably gave him an opportunity of getting 
word there. They were cut off, however,after 
working buta short while, the message pub- 
lished in this morning’s CONSTITUTION being 
sent by the operator standing on top of his 
table, and broken before its finish. 

THE DAMAGE IN THE COUNTY. 

Tho county suffers cousiderably by the 

storm, many of its bridges having been washed 


away. The new bridge over Utoy creek, in 


the lower part of the county, is swept com- 
pletely away, and the little stream has swollen 
to a rushing torrent. The bridge over Plas- 
ters creek is gone, and it is impossible to get 
by the creek. The Peachtree bridge, this 
side of Buckhead, is almost gone, possibly by 
this time wholly so. Yesterday evening the 
side nearest the city was washed away, and 
the other end was merely hanging from its 
fastenings, ready to fallat any moment. The 
roacs are all in a terrible condition. The 
damage will be very heavy. 
A GOAT FARM FLOODED. 

Mr. Charley Howell owns some very choice 
Chattahcochee river land near Icevyille, in- 
cluding a beautiful little island of about two 
acres, Which is located just in the middle of 
the river. When the cotton season is over in 
Atlanta Mr. Howe] generally spends most of 
his time at his p'antation. Ile has been ont 
there just about a week. Several days ago he 
came tothe conclusion that his little island 
would leasplendid place to establish a goat 
farm, aud forthwith he purchased a handsome 
William and turred him loos2 to graze on the 
island’s fertile bottom, intending to supple- 
ment his first purchase with others, at an 
early date. Night before last was a miserable 
one for that goat. The angry waters dashed 
around the little green sward and reached 
nearer aud nearer its surface. The goat was in 
the mean time doing a little dashing himself, 
and rushed aronnd the narrow limit of the 
circle with an eagerness which would ‘have 
astonished a stock broker. A little cluster of 
trees grows near the center of the island, and 
against it much of the drift of the river’s cur- 
rent was caught as it rose above the island. 
Mr. Howell had no idea when he went to bed 
that the river would flood the island, and con- 
sequently did not think of the goat, but when 
he went down early yesterday morning he was 
astonished to see nothing of the verdant 
holm but the tops of the cluster of trees which 
stood in its center. Against this a raft of some 
strength had collected, and on the top of this 
stood the dauntless American angora, eating 
some last year’s chestnut burrs, with acom- 
placency which ignored danger. Mr. Howell, 
with one of his farm hands, went over in a 
boat. brought bim down and put him on the 
main land in safety, though it was with great 
danger that the trip was made. 
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WEST POINT FLOODED. 


Down and Three Men 
Drowned, 

Wrst Pornt, Ga., March 30.—[Special.]—A 
steamboat is now plying the streets of this 
city, and the water is five feet deep in most of 
the houses. When the river rose out of its 
banks yesterday,and the rain kept pouring 
down incessantly, it became evident that the 
town would be flooded. The water soon 
reached the Chattahoochee house and rose to 
the depth of three fest on the floor, This 
morning it was over the counters in the stores. 
The merchants had worked all night in the 
vain hope of saving themselves from loss, but 
not less than a hundred thousand dollars worth 
of gocds were destroyed. When the elegant 
passenger bridge went down before the waters 
the people. were seized with dismay, which 
was heightened by the evident fact that the 
railroad bridge would go before night. The 
dead bodies of three colored men have been 
dragged in, but as yet their identity has not 
been established. Full details will be sent 
later. 

[In reference to the above THE CONSTITUTION 
made every effort to hear further from West Point 
last night, but not a word could be gotten. The 
telegraph wires are down, and there are no trains 
in operation on the Atlanta and West Point road. 
The wires are down between LaGrange and West 
Point, where the freshet is heaviest, and it is pos- 


sible that communication will not be estabiished 
today.

ROME SUBMERGED. 

Rome, Ga., March 30.—[Special.]--Rome is 
threatened with the greatest freshet known in 
her history. Since Friday night it is estimated 
that there has been a rainfall of more than six 
inches, nearly two inches more than preceded 
the great freshet of 1881. Worst of all, the 
end is not yet. The rain still continues, and 
at noon is pouring in torrents, The oldest in- 
habitants shake their heads gloomily and are 
despondent. The Oostanaula river is rising 
eight inches an hour, and the Coosa and 
Etowah are making terrible headway. 

WILL BE THREE FEET DEEP. 

The water has just reached Broad street, and 
ty midnight will be two or three feet deep 
from the Rome hotel to Norten’scorner. At the 
foot of Howard street and in the fourth ward

it will be deeper. Early this morning 
the middle section of the new bridge of the 
Rome and Carrollton railway washed away, 
and is now lodged against the piers of Broad 
street bridge. Great fears are entertained for 
the latter bridge and men are at work trying 
to remove the debris, 

MOVING TO THE HILL TOPS. 

Street this afternoon presentsa busy 
scene. Merchants are removing goods from 
their stores. and taking every possible precau- 
tiou a;ainst the flood. Being thoroughily fore- 
werncd, there will be no damageto the mer- 
chancise, At the foot of Howard street, the 
residents are moving from one-story houses, 
avd those residing in two-story buildings are 
muvVing upstairs. 

COURT ADJOURNS. 
_ The superior court, which has been in ses- 
sion,adjourned today until Monday on account 
of the freshet. 


Our railroad communications are entirely 
cut off, no mail having been received or des- 
patched today. 

_ ONE SHEET OF WATER.

Every ieading business house, with the cx- 
ception ofa few between Norton’s and the 
Central hotel are submerged, The cotton 
Warehouse, waterworks, gas house, and a 
Jarge Lumber of private dweliings are under 
weter.

INTENSE EXCITEMENT PREVAILS,

high enough, though all have raised them 
four to five feet above the high water mark of 
istl. Nolossof life is yet reported. The 
strcets are in darkness. Itis impossible to say 
what the damage will be until it is known 
what height the water will reach. Thus far 
there is little damage except to railroads, 
COMMUNICATION BROKEN, 

RoME—9 o’clock p. m.+The river is still 
rising, and itis probable that it-will continue 
to do so until! morning. It is feared that great 
damage will result to the merchants of the 
city. The water is nearly at the top of the 
tables in the Western Union office here, and 
communication can be held but a few minutes 
lcnger. The operator is telegraphing while 
standing on his table and momentarily looks 
fora break.

FIFTEEN LIVES PROBABLY LOST. 

CoLuMBus, Ga., March 30.—[Special].—The 
rain which began here Sunday night has con- 
tinued with but little interruption. It fell in 
torrents today, and the Chattahoochee river is 
higher than it has been since 1876. The water 
is Within two feet of the bridges, and there is 
scme fear that they may be carried away. Or- 
ders were given tonight suspending the run- 
ning of trains on all the railroads. No dam- 
age has thus far been done in this city. The 
steamboats did not attempt toleave the wharf 
this morning, The factories are all doing 
nothing. 

MANY LIVES PROBABLY LOST. 

The engine and two cars of a construction 
train went through the trestle approaching the 
Tallapoosa river, on the Columbus and West- 
ern railroad, last night. Engineer John 
ridges had his leg broken, and between fifteen 
and twenty negroes are missing. No details 
can be obtained here in regard to the accident. 
There are cight or ten washouts on this road, 
and the damage is said to be nearly 3100,000. 

A WIND STORM IN LEE. 

A wind storm passed over Lee county, Ala., 
this afternoon,and blew down turee negro 
cabins on the plantation of Mr. V.M. Johnson, 
near Smith’s station. The extent of the dam- 
age cannot be learned. It is still raining here, 
and the night is dark and gloomy. 

LATEST ABOUT THE TALLAPOOSA TRAGEDY. 

Midnight—There is nothing additional 
known here of Tallapoosa river accident and 
nothing can be had. It is still raining hard 
and the river is rising ten or twelve inches au 
hour. The water is now against the railroad 
bridges, and they may go off at any time. 
There is: no damage to property here yet, so 
faras known. Theriver is higher now than 
it was in 1876. 

THE ATHENS BRIDGES GOING, 

ATHENS, Ga., March 30.—[Special.]—The 
paper mill bridge was washed away today, 
and all connections between Clarke and 
Oconee is shut off. The bridge had hardly 
left its moorings before application was made 
to Judge Jackson for permission to run a boat 
acress the stream to carry passengers to 
Fowler’s barroom. The lower bridge in Ath- 
ens was exceedingly shaky,and the street hands 
were sent down totie it up with ropes. If 
the upper bridge across the Ocone@ goes the 
other two will go. The Dorsey Bros., lose a 
large amount of flour that they had left in the 
city mill, opposite the factory. The mill is 
full of water, flour and drowned rats. The 
Oconee river is higher than it has been for 
years, and still rising. The upper and middle 
bridges are getting shaky, and will probably 
succumb to the flood before morning. All the 
bridges on the Grove river, in Banks county, 
are moved down theriver. The oldest citi-

THE HURRICANE IN LA GRANGE. 
LaGRANGE, Ga, March 30.—[Special.]— 
About 1 o’clock a severe hurricane struck our 
town, doing much damage, blowing the tin 
roof off of the Baptist church and blowing 
down barns and outhouses, and all the fences 
around the dwellings. Most all the chimneys 
tothe residences were blown down. There 
was mo great damage done to any one. Most 
every one in town sustained some small dam- 
age, though those who were most] 
were Mr. Willard Newsome, Mr. W. H. Nix, 
Mr. Schaub, Mrs. Herring, Mrs. Thornton 
and Dr. Cary. The heaviest 
damage done was in the cemetery. Several of 
the most handsome monuments were blown 
down and some of them ruined. Fortunately 
no serious injury to persons was done. 
AN INCIDENT IN THE STORM. 

In the midst of it all a very amusing thing 
happened. Mr. Millard McLendon came run- 
ning up town with his hat off and as white as 
a sheet, and said the wind had blown him 
down several times, and in attempting to run 
into a culvert was blown up against the side, 
receiving a slight wound. 

THE HIGHEST SINCE 1861. 

CaLHoun, Ga., March 30.—[Special.]—The 


rain still continues. It has rained almost in-

cessantly here since Saturday night. The in- 
dications are that it will continue all night at 
least. The water courses in this section are 
swollen to an alarming extent, being now 
higher than at any time during the freshet 
which destroyed 25,000 bushels of corn for 
Gordon county last fall.

DANIELSVILLE, Ga., March 30.—{Special.]— 
The heavy rain from Sunday night is still 
pouring. The waters are higher than since 
the May freshet. The new bridge at Thomp- 
son’s is gone.

NEWNANIN THE MIDST OF A DELUGE, 

NEWNAN, Ga., March 30.—[{Special.]—The 
rainfall here has been incessant since Sunday 
night, and the whole country is under water. 
The damage to the farms is very heavy. 
Large areas Ofupland, which had been pre- 
pared for planting, has bcen washed 
off, and hundreds of tons of guano is thus 
lost.

There was a 
landslide on the Savannah, Griffin and North 
Alabama railroad just under the Greenville 
street bridge in Newnan, and passage over the 
bridge_is dangerous. 

THE RAINS IN AUGUSTA, 

AvGusTA, Ga., March 30.—(Special.|—Up to 
midnight this section had been visited by the 
severe rain storm to only aslight degree, but 
at one o’clock:this morning the severest rain 
storm for years poured downin torrents, de- 
luging the streets in every section of the city. 
The Savannah river at dark was 
somewhat swollen by the up 
country rains, but since that time 
has been rapidly rising and at midnight reach- 
ed uearly thirty feet.

It is not 
probable that we will have a freshet, but the 
roaring, rushing, foaming waters are a sight 
worth beholding, and a great many persons 
have paid their respects to the Ucmulgee to- 


day. 
ALONG THE ALCOVA.

We have the heaviest rain fall ofthe season, 
beginning early Sunday night and raining 
continuously until now.

On the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad heayy 
washouts and slides have occurred between 
here and Loudon, Tennessee, and heavy 
slides on the Georgia division of the East Ten- 
messee, Virginia and Georgia. On the Cincin- 
nati Southern a small bridge at Rock creck has 
been carried away. The tracks ofthe Nashville 
and Chattanooga, the Alabama Great Southern 
andthe Memphisand Charleston railroadsat the 
foot of Lookout mountain, are undermined by 
torrents of water, and the bridges in the 
vicinity of the mountain arein danger. An 
engine on the Alabama Great Southern ran 
into the land slide, and was precipitated down 
anembankment. Noone was seriously hurt. 
On the Western and Atlantic road a culvert 
was washed out near Graysville, and a slide 
occurred at the mouth of the tunnel near 
Tunnel hill, No damage of consequence can 
be done here unless the river rises over forty- 
eight feet.

A FIRE yesterday morning almost totally 
destroyed the city of Key West.

THE precious secrets of the executive se3- 
sions of the senate have been divulged again, 
and the grave senatorsare in despair. To 
arrest a correspondent simply means to make 
his fortune by advertising him, hence that 
step willnot be taken. If senators would 
say and do nothing improper for the public 
to know, they might remove the cause of 
the trouble themselves. 


Atlanta and the Railroads Again. 

We were in error in the statement made in 
yesterday’s paper, that a car-load of meat 
could be shipped from Chattanooga to Atlanta 
via Augusta cheaper than directly to Atlanta. 
The merchant who gave us the information 
lived in Madison instead of Atlanta, as we 
wereinformed. This correction is promptly 
made. 

But with the correction we present another 
statement given us in writing by one of the 
best firms in Atlanta, that sustains the 
charge of discrimination against Atlanta 
quite as fully as the one made yesterday. 
This firm, whose figures are now before us, 
shows that the rate on plows is 19 cents from 
Chattanooga to Washington, Ga., while from 
Atlanfa to Washington, Ga., it is 34 cents. 
In other words, though Chattanooga is 13: 
miles further from Washington than Atlanta 
is, Chattanooga can ship plows to Washing- 
ton for little more than half what it costs 
Atlanta. From Chattanooga to Elberton the 
freight on plows is only 19 cents; from At- 
Janta to Elberton it is 38 cents. So that 
Chattanooga, though it is 138 miles farther 
away, and though the plows are shipped di- 
rectly through Atlanta, ships plows to Elber- 
ton for exactly half what it costs to ship to El- 
berton from Atlanta. This discrimination is 
simply indefensible. In consequence of it, 
the firm that gives us these figures has 
shipped 200,000 pounds of goods from Chat- 
tanooga and other points, though they were 
sold from Atlanta. 

This example we use simply because it is 


before us, in the hand-writing of a member 


of the firm that has suffered by it—because 
it is typical of the discrimination under 
which Atlanta’s trade is laboring, and be- 
cause we have 06 room for others. The 
printed petition of Messrs. Haas and Dann 
recites that from Chattanooga south Atlanta 
pays 16 cents a mile for a single car of 
through freight, while Macon pays 11, Au- 
gusta 9, Athens 11, and Savannah 1}. 
Again, the charge per hundred pounds from 
Chattanooga to Atlanta is 10 cents; from 
Chattanooga to Augusta, considerably more 
than double the distance, only 12. Atlanta 
pays 10 cents per hundred for freight over 
the 138 miles of the Western and Atlantic 
road, while for carrying the same freight 178 
miles further, over the Georgia road, only 12 
cents is charged.

It is said that Au- 
gusta gets her advantage because she is 
nearer the sea. How then does Chattanooga 
get it when she is a hundred miles inland of 
Atlanta? The truth is Atlanta is cut on 
both sides. We have yet to meet a single 
merchant who has not an example in his 
own business of the discrimination under 
which Atlanta suffers. It is lessening the 
profits of our merchants and putting them 
at unfair odds with their competitors. The

As the Hon. Clarence Pullen said in 
his Boston lecture, it is the quaintest, strang- 
est and most mysterious of all our possessions.

It is the land of perpetual sunshine, and 
it is not surprising that its first inhabitants 
were sun worshipers. It has 5,000 square 
miles more land than New England, New 
York, New Jerzey and Delaware combined.

Mr. Pullen briefly sketched the history of the 
country from the time of the conquest by the 
Spaniards up to the entrance of the Americans 
in 1845. He told of the easy victory which the 
superior armament of the Spaniards made pos- 
sible, of the Europeans’ thirst for gold, of the 
cruel manner in which the natives were en- 
slaved and made to work in the mines, of the

THE horrible bugs which overcame Raleigh 
like a summer cloud, tke otherday, have at 
last been identified. The manager of the 
North Carolina experiment station has issued 
a circular, in which he says: 

These bugs are the lergest water-bugs ef the 
family Pedirapti, which aie inciudedinthe sub- 
order to which the squash-bug, bed bug, water- 
measurer, etc., belong. They live principally in 
water, and feedon aquatic larvae, insects, young 
fish and probably fish eggs. Itis said they have 
been seen before in ponds near Raleigh, and also 
that they bave been known to kiil small fish. This 
is contirmed above, and also by Professor Riley, of 
Washington, D. C, who says one of them kilied 
a gold fish of his as soon as it was put in the same 
aquarium. ‘Their sting is poisonous, though per- 
haps not a to the human body. This 
may account for their ability to kill large 
fish and _ sparrows, which was noticed 
yesterday, They coneeal themselves in crevices 
during the winter, and livein a torpid state till 
waim weather, when they leave their quarters 
and fly tocomsiderable distances, usually during 
the night, and rarely before June or July. 

There need be no tear of their injuring the crops, 
as they are not mentioned as being at all hurtful 
to any kind of vegetation. As they live on fish, 
however, it would not be well for those having 
carp ponds to have them near. 

There were a few beetles (of the species Dytiscus 
Hibridus) found with these bugs, which are de 
scribed as haying very similar babits—that is, liy- 
ingiu watcrand eating other insects, fish, etc. 
Professor Riley alsomentions the fact of the bugs 
being attracted by light, which was noticed to a 
marked degree last night.

I 
do not agree with him on that point, but otherwise 
we are in strict accord. Have youever heard an 
educated negro preach? Well,Sam hasthat heavenly 
tone that some of the negro preachers have,and it 
holds an audience spellbound. His oratory defies 
allrules, but 1t is mone the less effective. It is 
weird and quaint. It remindsme of Dtckens, 
though I don’t suppose Sam ever read any of Dick- 
ens's novels. Any way, he has that quaint pathos 
that the great novelist shows 80 touchingly in the 
Geath of little Nell. He drawls @ great many 
of bis sentences out in the peculiar Southern ac 
cent, but it does not detractfrom his persuasive 
eloquence. Many of the things he says, when 
put in print, may sound somewhat vulgar, but 
the way he speaks themthey arenot. He carries 
en audience with him, and has it ee: and 
crying and rejoicing as he pours forth his peren- 
vial stream of eloquence. He is not college-bred, 
but his mind has mastered much and he knows 
how to use it tothe best advantage. He puts his 
hearers in a good humor by one or two droll or 
witty stories, and nothing is a greater lever to- 
wards oe ype | than laughter. He is fearicss, too. 
and dashes against the influence of Certain social 
habits that produce immorality, with allthe vim 
he canecommand. He comes forward with his 
left hand in the poeket of his trousers, raises his 
right hand,points his index finger at the audience, . 
and turns loose. Itis nota cireusexactly, but he 
is far more attractive than any place of amu:e- 
ment. He fixes his dark blueeyes on the audience 
and limbers tp. His voice ean be heard all over 
the vast amphitheater. He keepsSthe people 
awake by frequently asking them to stand up, and 
he makes them feel at home by the laughter they 
indulgein. Does he do permanent good? Yes, he 
converts many. puts many to thinking.and ¢rows 
the scofersand ihe scorners back to the wall with 
biting tarcasm. He always hasan answer, isready 
armed with native mother wit,and few dare to 
contend against his keen irony.

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The Divining Rod in Crime. 
From All the Year Round. 

Of the employment of the divining rod for 
the detection of criminals there are many cases on 
record, but the most famous in comparatively re- 
eent times is that of Jacqnes Aymar, of Lyons. 
The full details of the dvuings of this r2markable 
person are given by Mr. Baring-Gould in his “Cu- 
rious Myths of the Middle Ages;'’ but the story, as 
told there, is too long for us to repeat. It will do, 
to serve our purposes, to quote ihe following con- 
densed version by another writer: “Ona July 5, 
1692, a vintner and his wife were found dead in the 
cellar of their shop at Lyons. They had been 
killed by blows from a hedging knife, and their 
money had been stolen. The culpri s could not be 
discovered, aud a neighbor took upon him to bring 
to Lyons a peasant out of Dauphine, named Jacques 
Aymar, 2 man noted for his skill with the divining 
rod. The lieutenant-criminel and the procareur 
Gu roi took Aymarintothe cellar, furnishing him 
with a rod of the first wood that came to hand. Ac- 
cording to the procureur du roi the rol did not 
move till Aymar reached the very Spot 
where the crime had been committed. His 
sulse then beat and the wand twisted rapidly. 
juided by the wand or by some internal seusa- 
tion. Aymar now pursued the track of the assas- 
sins, entered the court of the archbishop’s palace. 
left the town by the bridge over the Rhone, and 
followed the right bank ofthe river. He reached 
a garduer’s house, which he declarcd the men had 
entered, and some children confessed that three 
men—whomthey deseribed—had come into the 
house on Sunday morning. Aymar fojlowed the 
track up the river, pointed out ali the places where 
the men had landed, and, to make a loug story 
short, stopped at last atthe doorof the prison of 
Beaucaire.

editor is no evidence that it lacksmerit. Itis 
merely an evidence that the editor regards 
it as unavailable for his particular publication. 
What would suit the Century would not be avail- 
able in the Atlantic, and what would be rejected 
by one magazine might be gladly accepted by an- 
other. But if an- article is rejected by all the 
Wiiter may fairly conclude thatits merits are not 
such as to Commend it to the public. 


Some of the literary aspirants, how- 
crer, have very queer views as to what 
constitutes available matter.

He Spcaks to the Sinful Men of Columbia 
and Makes Many Converts. 
CoLuMBLA, 8S. C., March 30.—[Special.}—Tae 


| presence in Columbia of the world renownod 
| revivalists has already aroused this community 


to a very high pitch of religious excitement. 
The largest building in the city is whoily in- 
adequate to contain the throngs of people who 
daily and nightly flock to the meetings. At 
present two immense meetings are going on 
simultaneously, one in the opera house aid 
the other in the Washington street Methcdist 
church. At a late hour tonight three me>t- 
ings are in full blast. This morning Messrs. 
Moody and Sankey held a service in the C,/I- 
vary Baptist church for colored people, and 
some 1,200 were present. Tomorrow morning 
another similar gathering will take plac». 
The meeting this evening was the grandest 
ever held in Columbia.i Hundreds who were 
unable to get into the opera house were 
turned away. Excursion trains came tlis 
morning with nearly 500 visitors, and larger 
trains will arrive tomorrow. There has cer- 
tainly been an unusual awakening, which 
will swell into such a revival as was never be 
fore known in this wicked city—as wicked as 
any of its size in the United States. 
TALKING TO THE MEN, 

Moody’s sermon tonight was designed 
exclusively for men, It was a 
most powerful discourse and produced 
an immediate and wonderful influence. He 
also drew many forceful and thrilling illustra- 
tions from the practices of men in daily life 
around us. In his denunciation of the preva- 
lent sin of adultery, he rose to an eloquence 
and pathos which was thrilling, and said if a 
man engaged in selling liquor he might rest 
assured that the curse he thereby inflicted 
upon others would be reaped in the curse 
which he would suffer in his own family.” In 
an experience of many years of wide observa- 
tion and trayel he had never known an except 
tion in the operation of this law in this par- 
ticular respect. Jacob’s deception of his father 
Isaae and robbery of his brother Esau, and 
David's adultery and murder, were indisputa- 
ble proofs of the truth of the text. They 
sowed evil; they reaped more of evil than they 
sowed, and gathered the harvest of their mis- 
deeds through the whole course of their after 
lives. “Tell me,” said Mr. Moody, “what 
sort of seed you are sowing, young man, 
and I will tell you what sort of harvest 
you will gather. Are you sowing desecrated 
Sabbaths, profanity, profligacies, dissipation, 
disrespect for parents? Be sure they will bear 
a harvest of curses, which, if unrepented of, 
will bury your souls beyond the possibility of 
a spiritual redemption. There is one text of 
Scripture,” said Mr. Moody, “‘which, if I had 
my way, should be placed in every institution 
of learning and in every counting house and 
workshop inthe land, where it might stare 
every young man and woman in the face, It 
is, ‘Be sure your sin will find you out.’”’ 

Many young and middle aged men signi- 
fled a wish to become Christians aud asked 
the prayers of the congregation. Appropriate 
music was rendered by a large choir of mixed 
voices under the direction of Professor Brock- 
map. After holding three services tomorrow 
and tomorrow night. Moody and Sankey will 
relinquish the work in Columbia, leaving it 
in hands of a dozen earnest preachers, who 
will carry it on.

| THE POSTOFFICE BILL. 


| Mr, Blount Defends the Course of the Post- 


master General. 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—In the house, Mr. 
Cox, of North Carolina, on behalf of the coa- 
mittee of civil service reform, called 
up the bill to secure the equitable 
classification and compensation of 
certain officers of the United States, 
but the reading of the. report lasted until the

DEFENDING THE POSTMASTER-GENERAL. 
| Mr. J. M. Taylor, of Tennessee, defended 
the postmaster general from the criticisms 
| made upon bim hy Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, 
for not increasing the salaries of the fcarth 
and fifth class postal clerks, and quoted from 
the Reeerd te show that this snbject of ia- 
crease, had been lefs by congress to the dis- 
cretion of the postmastar-genera). 

Mr. Bingham. of Pennsylvania, gave his 
hearty “ste to the general featuresof the 
pending bill, but he criticized the appropria- 
ticn for the foreign mail service, maintaining 
that an additional sum of $50,000 should be 
given in order that the postmaster 
general might have the full limit of the law 
for payment to American steamers. 

Mr. Dingley said that the question involved 
was not one of subsidizing American steam- 
ship lines, but of giving them fair compensa- 
tion for mail seivice. The bill appropriated 
$375,000 for the transportation of our foreign 
mails, but $300,000 of this was to go to foreign 
steamships, and only $60,000 to American 
steamsbips. It was said that the foreign 
steamships were paid by us five times as much 
as the American steamships, becansé they per- 
formed so much more service. That might b> 
co, if by service was simply meant 
the pieces transported, without regard to 
distances. The trouble was that our basis 
of payment, which cousidered simply the 
weight of mail, was unjust and favored the 
foreign lines, which occupied the trans-Atlan- 
tic routes, where the mail was heavy, while 
the American lines occupied routes on this 
continent and on the Pacific, where the mail 
was light. We paid the British Cunard and 
White Star lines 38 cents per mile for mail ser- 
vice on their outward trips last year. 
| But the Amerikan steamships were 
paid only 4 cents per mile 
one way, and even the sea and inland postage 
maximum which our laws allowed, would only 
give Scents. per mile. We paid the line to 
China and Japan only 3) cents per mile last 
year, and the Venezuelan line only 14 cents 
per mile one way,aud the amount proposed by 
this bill would allow only 3? cents per mile to 
this line next year. Atthe same time we pro- 
posed to pay the Cunard line thirty-eight cents 
per mile, The last congress appropriated a 
sufficient amount to enable the postmaster 
generalto pay the existing American steam- 
ship Jines as much per mile as he paid the 
Cunard line, and to secure the establishment 
ofa new line to Buenos Ayres. But that offi- 
cial declined to execute the law, and it was 
denounced as a* “subsidy.” If this policy 
was to be continued, we would in due time see 
the last American steamship in foreign trade. 

MR. BLOUNT TAKES THE FLOOR. 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, defended the action 
of the postmaster general in re- 
fusing to use the $400,000 ap- 
propriated by the bill of last 
year to compensate American vessels for for- 
cign mail service. This subject, he said, had 
been considered at the cabinet meeting, and 
whatever of error or crime attached not only 
to the postmaster general but to the president 
and hiscabinet. But, he argued, the post- 
master general had committed no error, but 
had only exercised a just and wise diseretioa. 
He instanced the sums paid tothe American 
steamship companies to show that the amounts 
allowed for carrying the mails were vastly in 
excess of the compensation which wold be re- 
quired by such companies for carrying an 
equal weight of freight or express mat- 
ter, He cballenged the correctness of 
the statement that the foreign mail service was 
paid Tess than the railroad, coastwise or star- 
route service, and he quoted from the postmas- 
ter general’s report to sustain that challenge. 
Reterring to the proposed re-enactment of the 
compulsory carrying law, he stated that that 
law had been first introduced into the senate 
by Charles Sumner, based upon petitions of the 
citizens of Boston, setting forth that American 
steamers were refusing to carry mails with a 
view to extorting larger rates of pay. This 
law had been repealed in the conference re- 
port, which had never had any consideration 
in the house. The conference report upon 
the shipping bil), which, under the rules, 
should have expressed fully the changes pro- 
posed in the bill, had been silent in regard to 
the repeal, and the house had had no knowl- 
edge as to what was being done, Then follow- 
ed the $400,000 provision in the last appropria- 
tion bill, which the house, after vigorously 
fighting it, had finally been coerced to agree to 
by threats of an extrasession. The postmas- 
ter general, knowing that nothing could come 
of this provision but bogus bids and a waste 
of time, had used a wise discrrtion. He (Blount) 
bad stood here for years with the anti-subside 
men fighting the senate and the executive. 
But now, he thanked God, there was au ad- 
ministration which did not understand this 
mode of building up American shipping. Mr. 
Vilas had been denounced on _ this 
floor for failure to use this fund. Gentlemen 
might indulge in this denunciation on this floor 
ina hired press, or every stump and on very 
point that human ear could catch human ac- 
cent, and when their voices had grown hoarse, 
they would hear loud and swelling voices 
throughout this land, praising this postmaster 
general who had the ability and courage todo 
his duty in spite of all those execrationus, and 
to remain true tothe great priaciplesof his 
party. 

AN EXCHANGE OF COMPLIMENTS, 

Mr. Houk, of Tennessee, criticised the ad- 
ministration, and declaredthe president had 
assumed an attitude beforethe country which 
would not be tolerated in any but two other 
countries in the world. Russia or Persia might 
tolerate his course, but neither the sultan of 
Turkey nor the queen of England would have 
occupied their positions twenty-four hours 
after having taken the attitude which the 
president had assumed. Hethen went on to 
denounce the action of the first assistant post- 
master general in removing the postoffices in 
Tennessee from the villages in which they had 
been situated for years, and locating them in 
piney regions, because he could not find any 
democrat in the villages to take charge of the 
offices. This action, he denominated, as 
the most outrageous, infamous action which 
had ever been perpetrated upon any 
community. He did not know from what in- 
fluence this came, unless i¢ came from a man 
who had paid himself a salary out of the chil- 
dren’s school fund two years aiter he went out 
of office.

THE STOLEN SECRETS 


Which the Senate is Unable to Keep Within 
Itself. 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—The senate in 
secret session today discussed the betrayal of 
executive secrets. A copy of the New York 
£un cf this morning, containing the text of 
the report of the finance committee in the 
case Of Collector Speare, of Vermont, from 
which the injunction of secrecy was to be re- 
moved, was laid before the body, and a propo- 
sition was made that the committee on privi- 
leges and elections should make an investiza- 
tion of the cases. The members of that com- 
mittee expressed their disinclination to enter 
upon the thankless task, and suggested that 
a special committee take it up. Mr. 
Logan told the old story Of two newspaper 
mep, the foundations of whose fortunes were 
laid several years age, when they were ar- 
rested and locked up by order of the senate. 
The senate, he said, rather ignobly looked 
backed down in that instance, and he was op- 
posgd to any attempt to repeal the experience, 
unless there could be an understanding all 
around that the matter should be carried 
through vigorously. Thereupon the proposi- 
tion waSslald on the table. 

JUDGE MERRICK CONFIRMED. 

The nomination of Judge William M. Mer- 
rick, of the bench of this district, was con- 
firmed after a long discussion by a vote of 
nearlytwotoone. It had been reported ad- 
versely from the commitee on judiciary. The 
principal ground of objection was the age of 
the nominee, 68 years, it being deemed 
inexpediept to put into public position 
a man who, after a short term of ser- 
vice, could retire on a pension. Judge 
Merrick’s war record was also reheatsed. It 
was said that being upon the bench ina simi- 
lar position to that he now fills, he used his 
power toembarrass the officers of the govern- 
nent to such an extent that congress legis- 
lated him out of office. He did not, however, 
lack vigorous defence. His soundness asa 
jurist and uprightness as a man was vouched

Meet. 

New YorK, March 30.—At 10°55 o’clock 
this morning Mr. Powderly, accompanied by 
Mr. Turner, Bailey, Mayes and McDowell, 
walked from their hotel to Gould’s office, 
where they met Jay Gould, George Goald and 
Vice-President Hopkins, They are now in 
conference. 

The conference between Jay Gould, Vice- 
President Hopkins and SGeorge Gould and 
Powderly, Hayes, Turner, Bailey and Mc- 
Dowell, in the office of Jay Gould, in the 
Western Union building, adjourned at 3 o’clock 
this afternoon. Nothing can be learned from 
either of the representatives of the Knights of 
Labor, and not much that is definite 
at Gould’soffice. It was there said that 
Gould had telegraphed Hoxie asking how to 
make a statement of the situation, Gould 
baving told the board of knights he could not 
do anything toward the settlement until he 
knew what Hoxie thought about it.

as far asthe evidence had shown there had 
been no effort to defraud. His client had al- 
ways horne the nameof an honorable, up- 
right citizen, and nothing could be brought 
egainst his character. 

District Attorney Hill reviewed the evidences 
fully and carefully and argued that there was 
no doubt but that there was intent to defraud. 
If the business wasa square, legitimate one, 

prhy was it necessary to try to keep his iden- 
ity concealed and use fictitious namesin the 
‘arrying on of the business? This, if nothing 
Ise, presented the case in a bad light to right 
hinking people. The ten dollars sent to the 
defendant by Mr. Brand, of xLawrénceville, 
as not returned till February of this year— 
come time after he had been arrested—and the 
eases made against him. 

Judge McCay’s charge to the jury was clear 
and explicit. Hetold them thatin order to 
fnd the defendant guilty it was not necessary 
lor the evidence to show that frand had bean 
committed, but that there was intent to de- 
fraud. The law was given the jury in such 
a4 manner as not to be misunderstood. 

At three o’clock the jury retired, and this 
morning a verdict will be given. 

Mr. Dabney feels confident of being ac- 
quitted, but gentlemen who heard the evidenve 
aud argument say that he will either be found 
guilty or a mistrial will be made. There are 
five negroes on the jury.

The Leading Physicians of the City Appear Before 
the Body and Account for the Woman's Death 
~They Show That It was Caused by 
Violence and How—The Verdict. 

tal 

The Julia Lock inquest is:over, and the 
mystery which gurrounded the. ynfortunate 
woman’s death is as deep as ever, except that 
the cause of her death has been ascertained. 

The woman’s death was produced by mal- 
practice, but the name of the persen. who 
- brought it about is unknown. sett 

When the jury of inquest convened in the 
grand jury room in the county courthouse yes- 
terday morning to resume its investigation, a 
large assembly was present. The leading 
members of the medical profession were on 
hand, while 

LAWYERS, DETECTIVES, POLICE OFFICERS 
and business men were scattered about the 
room. At half past ten Coroner Haynes called 
the body to order and then Mr. R. J. Griffia, 
the foreman of the jury, called the roll. Every 
juror was present and the work was ‘com- 
menced. 

Several organs had been retained when the 
rewains were shipped to her home, 80 
that “physicians thoroughly acquainted 
with cases supposed to he simi- 
larto this one wight testify as experts and tell 
the jury whether or not auy violence had been 
done the woman, and, if so, if that violence 
were of such a character as to produce death. 
The section had been carefully preserved in 
alcohol, and when the jury was ready to pro- 
ceed it was laid upon thetable. Then Dr. 
Willis Westmoreland, Dr. Armstrong, Dr. 
Baird, Dr. Taliferro, Dr. Love, Dr. Gaston, Dr. 
Elkin, Dr. Wile, Dr. Todd, Dr. Ridley, Dr. H 
V.M. Miller, Dr. Harden, Dr. Biggers, Dr. 
Gray and Dr. Boring were asked to hold up 
their hands. Each gentieman 

RAISED HIS RIGHT HAND 
and listened attentively to the oath as Coro- 
ner Haynes repeated it. Then they dropped 
the hand, and each sought his seat. The tab- 
leau presented was oue rarely witnessed. On 
one side of the room were twelve men, hon- 
est, conscientious, and under oath to unravel 
the mystery surrounding the woman’s death. 
On the other side werea dozen of the most 
reputable, fair-minded, skillful physiciaus in 
the south, all ready to tellthe jury just what 
they believed produced the death. Dr. W.5. 
Armstropvg was first placed on the stand. He 
advanced to the table upon which lay the only 
real tangible evidence of the causes of the 
woman's death. He picked up a slender sur- 
gical instrument which looked 
VFRY MUCH LIKE A SHOE-BUTTONER, 

and touching the flesh, said: 

“Here I find a discoloration—a dark black 
spot. You can all see it for yourself. Now 
directly opposite this I find another spot just 
like it. These spots are braises, and those 
bruises were made with an instrument—the 
only thing that could have made them. Then, 
bere I find a laceration. These marks were 
made in the removal of the fwtus.”’ 

“Could they not have been made, especially 
the laceration, when the surgeon used the 
knife in the first examination?” asked A. IP. 
Thompson, one of the jurors, 

“No; thé spots and laceration were made be- 
fore death,” answered the doctor. 

Dr. Hardin’s evidence was similar to Dr. 
Armstront’s. 

Dr. Henry Wile stated the same facts, and 
added that he had 

EXAMINED THE BRUISES 
and the laceration under a microscope. “And 
I believe” he said “that death was produced by 
peritonitis.” 

Dr. W. S. Elkin madc a statement like Dr: 
Wile’s, and said that the peritonitis had been 
produced by mal-practice. 

“T wish to add,” said Dr. Wile rising, ‘‘that 
the peritonitis was caused as Dr. Elkin sa ys.” 

‘Why do you change your opihion now?” 
asked Mr. Thompson. 

“Tam not changing my opinion,” said the 
doctor, “I simply negiected to state that much 
before.” 

Dr, Taliaferro said, hose bruised places 
were produced by violence, and by great vio- 
lence too. They and the rent referred to 
were done while the woman was anve, and 
were done with force. The same instrument 
made both bruises and the instrument was a 
hard one.” 

“Could not the woman have used the instru- 
ment herself, doctor ?” asked a juror, 

THEY USE MEDICINE. 

“When women try to bring about the result 
that was evidently produced in this case they 
use medicine and not instruments.” 

“kut could she not have used the instru- 
ment ?” again asked the juror. 

“It is barely possible. If she had been ac- 
customed to manipulating them she might 
have done so, but she would have been no or- 
dinary woman,” 

‘Doctor, isn’t there a prejudice between the 
diflerent schools of medicine?’ asked Mr. 
Thompson. ’ 

“As to the different colleges, there is a great 
rivalry probably amounting to a prejudice, 
but not hetween the gentlemen. Now this 
death was probably produced by an inflamma- 
The expulsion that was brought about 
was sufficient to preduce the death by inflam- 
mation, but not by shoek,”’ 

Dr. Willis Westmoreland was next intro- 
duced. He picked up two newsurgical instru- 
ments and, advancing to the table, said: 

Sn thisis probably. like the instrument 
used,” 


y 
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WHAT HE SAID. 

The doctor then showed the jury just how 
the nefarious work could have been done. 

“Now, these spots,” said he, “are indications 
of mechanical violence. I mean by that, that 
some hard instrument was used, and that the 
laceration and bruised spots were made before 
death,” 

‘Could the woman have used the instru- 
nents herself?” asked a juror. 

“If she had been thoroughly educated, and 
had had the unusual nerve to stand an un- 
usual amount of pain, yes.” 

“Isn't that work done ina bungling way?” 

“No; it was done by an expert—by a person 
who knew all about it; if was doncin the 
right way. The result this woman desired 
here can be produced without leaving any 
marks of violence. I am satisfied the work 

was done with this instrument, for as soon as 
I saw the spots I thought of this instrument,’’ 

“Isn’t-there medicine that will prodice this 
result you claim here, doctor?’ asked a wit 
EES. 

“There is said to be,” was the answer. 

Dr. Gaston testified like the others, bunt said 
that he believed death was produced bya re- 
flex action of the brain. 

THE OTHER SIDE. 

Dr. Arch Avery.saw the woman die, and was 
asked tofeel herabdomen. He knew nothing 
of any instrument being used. He knew, too, 
that the attending physician, Dr. Green, had 
made no effort to conceal anything, and that 
on the contrary he had been open in all that 
he had done. 

Dr. J. C. Avery had gone with Dr. Green to 
see the patient. “He knew that she wa¢sutfer- 
ing witha fever caused by having absorbed 
poison. He explained how, in his opinion,the 


birth ofthe child, He asserted most positively 
‘that Dr. Green made no effort to secret any- 
thing about the case, and that he had been 
open and frank in everything. He knew Dr. 
Green well,and was satisfied that he would not 
de anything wrong. When he was called in 
by Dr, Green to-aee the patient, the doctor 
asked him what'todo. Dr. Avery then sug- 
gésted certain work which Dr. Green did. Dr. 
Avery believed that the bruises were caused 
when Dr. Green carrie@ out this suggestion. 
Dr. W. A. Loveagreed with Dr. Gaston. 
“Dr. J. B. Baitd agreed with Dr. Westmore- 


land. 

“Well,” said Foreman Griffin, “does the 
jury want avy more evidence from physi- 
cians?” 

OTHER WITNESSES. 

Dr. Lindley was called for. 

The doctor gave a complete history of the 
case, stating that Dr. Green had not shown 

secrecy in the matter. 

Dr. Alléy, who was present at the first 
day’s session, told just how the post mortem

bruises might have been produced after the | 


bad been conducted. He claimed that the 

bruises were not visible then and that they 
were post mortem. Dr. Alley’s testimony did 
not convince any one that an abortion had 
been produced. 

Dr. Todd coneurred with Dr. Armstrong. 

Dr. Biggers did not see any material injary 
to the organ. He thought that the original 
cauee of the death was mal-practice,but did not 
know how that was produced. 

Mrs. Boyce, the lady at 34 Church street, 
where the woman died, described Dr: Green’s 
visits. “He came,” she said, “to see the patient 
at regular intervals. The patient on Sunday 
asked me to read 

THE BURIAL SERVICE 

of the Episcopal church and I did so. She 
‘then told me that she was being treated for 
the-same thing Dr. Green says she represented 
to him. Shegave me no intimation of the real 
trouble, On Tuesday morning she was much 
worse. /\She complained of pains in.her head 
and I = my husband for Dr. Green. I gave- 
the woman her medicine. When Dr. Green 
came he\told Mrs. Washburn that he had 
found out the real cause ofthe trouble, and 
afterwards told methe trouble was over. I 
understood him, He made noeffort at con- 
cealment.” 

Two or three other witnesses were intro- 
duced but nothing additional was ascertained 
and then the jury went into secret session. 

After closing the doors and locking them- 
selves in the jury voted on the proposition set 
forth by Dr. Westmoreland, and declared that 
he held the right theory. Then they decided 


by 

A VOTE OF ELEVEN TO ONE 
that Dr. Green was not responsible for the re- 
sult, and made the following verdict : 

We,the jury empanneled and sworn to inquire as 
to the cause of the death of Miss Jnifa C. Locke, 
find from the evidence adduced and upon an au- 
topsy made by Dr. J. M. Boring, in the presence of 
other physicians, that she came to her death from 
puerperal peritonitis, superinduced from abortion, 
the cause of said abortion unknown to us, 

R. J. Grrrrin, Foreman. 

The woman who has produced this sensa- 
tional event is a Carolinian, and was evident- 
ly quite a belle. In working his case Cap- 
tain Crim found it necessary to open the 
woman’strunk. In the trunk he found a box 
about 12x12 inches. The box was securely 
nailed, and when it was forced open 
it owas found to be full of ilet- 
ters and notes. These papers were 
pecked securely in the box, and when taken 
out and examined they proved to be love 
letters. Every one of the notes ‘was mutilated 
in one partticular way. The name of the per- 
son at the top of the note, to whom the note 
was written, had been torn off, and the name 
of the writer at the bottom had been treated 
in the same way. Thus no one could tell to 
whom the letters were written or from whom 
they came. There were notes from a half 
dozen persons and in each was professions of 
love for the one to whom they were written. 

After taking the case in hand Captain Crim 
opened a. correspondence with officers in 
King’s Mountain, and received a letter yes- 
terday in which the past history of the girl 
was given. Judging from the letter the 
woman must have stood well in her home. 

WHAT DR. GREEN’S FRIEND SAYS. 

Dr. Lindly, who is a brother-in-law to Dr. 
Green,was visited by a CONSTITUTION reporter 
last night. 

“Doctor, there were one or two points on 
which there appeared to be some difference of 
opinion. What is your opinion of those spots 
or abrasions on the internal surface of the 
organ ?”’ 

“I hardly know,” he said, ‘“‘at the pust mor- 
tem no abrasions were found by the physicians 
who examined it, and yet, today, there are 
spots which look as if they might have been 
produced by some hard substuace, and in the 
opinion of some medical men are evidence of 
violence. This may be so, or they may be 
largely the result of post mortem changes, or 
they may have been produced in the effort to 
wash out the organ by the physician after the 
occurrence as was 4greed to do by counsel.” 

“Could the patient herself have produced 
this result by mechanical means ?” 

‘‘Most certainly, and I am led to believe is not 
unfrequently done.” 

“At one time there appeared to be an idea 
that the case was conducted in secret or mys- 
- ious manner, What have you to say about 
that?” 

“Well, I think it was given quite as much 
publicity as it was proper. No man who is 
worthy to fillthe place of physician to the 
aftlicted will make a noise about sucha case, 
and yet Dr. Greene didtellall who had any 
business to/know all aboutit. But I am sure 
no one who heard the facts will entertain such 
an idea. Youno doubt remember the state- 
ment of the landlady that the doctor told her 
the condition of the paticnt on the morning 
that he himself made the discovery; also that 
others, both physicians and non-professionals, 
stated that there was no appearance of undue 
secrecy.” 

Captain Crim’s task in working the case has 
been an arduous and delicate one, but in doing 
it he has obeyed the command of his superior, 
as he always does with alacrity and faithful- 
ness,

THE UNJUST RATES. 


ATLANTA MERCHANTS BEFORE 
THE RAILROAD COMMISSION. 


The Case Put Off Until the 20th at the Request of 
tLe Counsel for the Railroais—Major Bacon 
Has a Carbuncie—A Talk With Mr. 
Dunn—A Way Out of the Trouble. 


The merchants and manufacturers of Atlan- 
ta, through their committee, went before the 
railroad commission, yesterday, for a second 
time, asking for relief from the unjust discrim- 
ination made against the city by the pooled 
railroads. 

In their first petition they asked the com- 
mission to declare the railroad pool illegal, 
null erd void, and to order its dissolution, 
on the ground that bythe divisions of the 
earnings the roads stifle competition. 

In an opinion which Judge Erwin wrote and 
to which Colonel Trammell subscribed, the 
commission held that the request of the mer- 
chants went beyond its jurisdiction. Chair- 
man Wallace, of the commision, dissented. 

The committee now asks the commis- 
sion under the . power which it 
claims is clearly given the 
board to order the railroads to revise their 
present unjust rates which discriminate against 
Atlanta in plain violation of the laws and con- 
stitution of the stateand of their own charters. 

The following tables were submitted with 
the petition:

YESTERDAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 

When the commission met yesterday all the 
members were present, and Major Campbell 
Wallace, the chairman of the commiasion, pre- 
sided. 

The following railroad men were present: 
Major Jobn W. Green, general manager of the 
Georgia railroad ; Major W. F. Shellman, traf- 
fic mavager of the Central railroad; Colonel 
ie 4 Dorsey, general freight agent 
of the Georgia railroad; Captain J. J. 
Griffin, of the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia railroad; L. L. McCleskey, 
assistant general freight agent of the Rich- 
mond and Danville railroad; C. A. Sindall, 
secretary of the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship association; Milo S. Freeman, auditor of 
the Southern Railway and Steamship associa- 
tion; Julius L. Brown, attorney of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad; John C. Rutherford, 
altorney of the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad, and Major John B. Cum- 
ming, attorney of the Georgia railroad. 
Messrs. Mynatt & Howell were present as 
counsel for the merchants, and in addition to 
Messrs. John N. Dunn and Aaron Haas. the 
following gentlemen were present: Hoa. 
Jonathan Norcross, Major John Vitten, Mr. 
Campbell Wallace, Jr., Mr. Hugh Colquitt and 
others. 

When Major Wallace asked ifthe case was 
ready to proceed,Major Cummings said he had 
a letter from Judge Hopkins stating that he 
had a case in court and could notappear before 
the commission sooner than today. Major 
Cummings asked that the case be put off. 

To that Colonel Mynatt objected. He said 
that Judge Hopkins had had twenty days 
notice, and he should have arranged his mat- 
ters so as to be ready for the contest. 

Mr. Julius L. Brown said the postponement 
would work no injury, asthe case involved a 
penalty and would have to go to court, and 
that would take until June, or perhsps later. 
~ Mr. Rutherford stated that his partner, Major 
A. O. Bacon, was the railroad lawyer of their 
firm, and was familiar with the various ques- 
tions. Msjor Bacon was. however, suifering 
from an immense carbuncle on the back of 
his neck, and could not be present. He 
was very anxious that Major Bacon shonld be 
on hand when the case was argued. This is 
the second carbuncle Major Bacon has had, 
and it is said to pain him very greatly. Mr. 
Rutherford stated that Major Bacon had been 
directed by his physician todo no mental labor 
at all. 

Chairman Wallace said the damage to the 
petitioners was going on, and there should be 
no unnecessary delay. 

Colonel Mynatt said that, in view of Major 
Bacon’s illness from the carbuncle, he would 
consent to a postponement for a short time. 

_ Several dates were discussed, and finaliy the 
20th of April was agreed on. 
over until that time. 

Mr. Julius Brown. for the State road, flled a 
demurrer because of the petition being vague, 
indefinite and loosely drawn, and because the 
State road, being held under a lease from the 
state, is not under the commission’s authority. 

A TALK WITH MR. JOHN N. DUNN, 

Mr. John N. Dunn, who was one of the peti- 
tioners before the commission, said: ‘‘There is 
no measuring the discrimination that is being 
We are ready to 
present example after example and show it up. 
There is nota business in the city that is not 
affected by it, and none that will not be affect- 
ed more unless there is some relief.” 

“Youn do not ask for lower rates?” 

“Not at all. We simply ask for a just rate 
We ask that we be put on an equal footing 
with other towns. What we object tois that 
Atlanta is charged more per mile for her 
freights, than any other city in the state, ana 
that in many cases goods can be shipped from 
points beyond Atlanta into her territory cheap- 
er than they can be shipped from Atlanta. We 
are determined to have relief some way or 
other. We are holding our trade simply by 
selling on short profits and using more energy 
to get trade, but the strain is too heavy, es- 
pecially when there is no reason for it, and 
when even the railroad managers that make 
it cannot defend it.” 

A NEW RAILROAD PROPOSED. 

“What we need,” Mr. Dunn said, “is a 
narrow gauge railroad from Atlanta to 
Hawkinsville. Such a road would give us 
connection with water, which makes us inde- 

ndent. Boats are now being run from 

awkinsville to Savannah, and I am in- 
formed by a prominent merchant that they 
do not miss a day in the year on account of 
low water or high water. If Atlanta builds a 
narrow gauge road to Hawkinsville, and has 
control of it, we can get justice on freights. 
Besides giving us this, it would open up the 
richest section of the state to Atlanta’s trade. 
A movement has already been started towards 
secing what can be done about it. I am satis- 
fied it can be built, and that when it is built, 
besides augmenting our trade, it will secure us 
fair freight rates.” ¢

MAJOR BACON'S POSITION, 


He Writes a Letter Concerning His Attitade 
Toward the Railroad Commission. 

Mr. Don Bain yesterday received the fol- 
lowing letter from Major A. O. Bacon, in reply 
to one asking bim for a statement of his posi- 
tion on the questions which are answered be- 
low: 

Macon, March 27, 1886.—Donald M. Bain, Esq., 
Atlanta.—My Dear Sir: I am in receipt of your 
pote of the 27th inst., in which you ask 
me to state for publication my position relative 
to the railroad commission in thisstate. My re- 
cognized relationship at this time to the public 
makes it proper that I should reply promptly to 
your inquiry. I would have preferred to postpone 
this publicetion until a later day, when my pori- 
tion upon this and other public questions will be 
stated with more tion. There are, however, 
some considerations which suggest the propriety 
of a present reply, which will prevent hereafter 
any unintentional misstatements by any one of my 
position on this important question. 

1, I was a member of the legislature when the 
law was enacted which c the present com- 
mission, and favored and assisted in the enact- 
ment of the same. [ have been ever since in favor 
of the continuance of the commission. 

2. There is no good reason why there should ba 
interest. To prevent such = «antag nisms 
antagonisms or biiterness between the puhiic an! 
the iailroad interest. To prevent such anteg 0D smi 
and to secure and maintain  har- 
onicus relations between the public and tne 
railroads, there is no better agency than a com- 
mission which realizes the great responsibility 
resting upon it, and which is animated by a sincere 
desire to accomplish this most important result. In 
this essential work a wise and conservative com- 
mission is no less important to the railroads than 
to the public. 

3. The commission sheuld not be the partisan 
either of the public or the railroad interest. It 
should be as nearly as possible a thoroughly impar- 
tial tribunal to judge between them, to do exact 
jnstice to each, and to do injustice to neither. It 
should guard the public agaiust any oppression by 
the railroads It should also be Careful to ayord 
anything which will unnecessary inflict injury on 
the railroads. 'It is the high duty of government to 
protect and conserve all interests, public, personal 

and corporate, 

4. The railroad companies shall not be allowed 
to ge excessive rates of freight or passenger 
tarifl. Itis proper, however, that they should be 
allowed such rates as will, with careful and eco- 
nomical management, enable them to keep their 
road bed and equipment ina condition safe and 
comfortable to the a gee and at the same 
time make it practicable to give reasonable divi 
dends to their stockholders, and to pay liberal 
wapes to their employes commen- 
surate with the danger and difficulty 
ot the services they render, Inthe 


5. I regard the continuance of the railroad com- 
mission as the settled policy of the state, founded 
in the deep convictions of our people as to its 
propriety and necessity. Permanent as it promi- 
res to be, it is of the highest im- 
portance that it should be utilized 
asthe promoter and conservator of harmonious 
relations between the public and the railroads. It 
should not be Fagen ron into a means by which to 
fon om discord and to Create division among onr 

copie. 

‘ 6 No more deplorable disaster could befall us 
than to have political lines drawn on this issue, 
with each side contending bitterty for the mastery 
over the other. Such aconflict once inaugurated 
would be continued with varying success from 
year to year. Heated and angered he the struggle 
the successful side would doubtless oppress 
and misuse the other. Whether the one orthe 
other were victorious, the result would be disastrous 
to public and private intere ts. Itis certainly the 
part of patriotism for all good citizens of whatso- 
ever conflicting opinion, to prevent this division 
and strife, andto unite in the conservative effort 
to maintain thecommission as a thor ughly non- 


partisan tribunal, wisely striving for the guod of 


all, and carefully avoiding the injury of any. 

7. Upon the vital question as to the propriety 
of maintaining the com mission with 
powers necessary fos its efficiency, 
there is little or no division among the people of 
this state. Differences which exist as to matters of 
detail the democratic convention. when it assem- 
bles, will be wise enough to deal with and settle 
without division. It will be the duty of all mem- 
bers of the party to accept and be governed by the 
decision of the convention on these questions. 

For sixteen years the white people of Georgia 
have maintained control of tbe state government 
by adhering to the democratic organization, and 
by settling among themselves all differences asto 
men and measures. The result has been a restored 
se ashy | and a publicand private credit which 
commands the admiration of the whole country. 
It will be a fatal day when there shall be no longer 
left among us the wisdom and conservatism neces- 
sary to prevent division and discord in the party 
ee this or any other question of state policy. 
The preservation of democratic unity and organi- 
zation in this state is essential to the maintenance 
of good government. Believing this, 1 have in 
variably yielded promptly tothe dicisions of the 
party speaking through its conventions. I shall 
pursue the same course in the future, and the prin- 
ciples and the policy announced by the eonven- 
tion soon toassemble, relative to the railroad con 
mission as well as to ot!icr matters of state concern 
will be accepted by me as binding upon my indi- 
yicual judgment and action. Yours very truly.
